BLOODY H A N D -TO -H A N D CO M BA T 


Steamer's Crew, Poorly Armed, Tried 


to Keep Submariners Off Deck 


But Were Overpowered.

London, February 3— Survivo rs of 
the British Steam er Woodfield, sunk 
by a submarine off the Moroccan 
coast, arrived here to day with a sto ry 
of a bloody fight with the U -bo at’s 
crew.

LENTEN SEASON W ILL 
BE LATE T H IS YEAR 


Lent Will Not Begin Until March 14th 
Easter Will Fall on Sun­ 
day, April 23. 


The Lenten season begins nearly 
a month later this year as Easter 
Sunday falls much later in the spring 
in 1916 than in former years. 
April 
23 is the date for Easter Sunday this 
year, consequently Lent begins on 
W ednesday, March 14. 
It began on 
February 17, last year. 
Among all 
Christians 
the word 
“Lent” lias come to mean the forty 
days of fast which precedes Easter. 
In some very ancient writings relig­ 
ious investigators find that Lent at 
that time signified simply the spring­ 
time, though its generally accepted 
meaning as the time of fasting before 
Easter can be traced back to an early 
period in ehristian history. 
As early as the beginning of the 
fourth century is found the Lenten 


time mentioned at the council of Nice, 
A. D., 325, and in the year 331 Al- 
thanasius, in his “Festal Letters,’ 
enjoined upon his people the observ­ 
ance of the forty days of fast, and a 
few years later, in 339, the same Al- 
thanasius, writing from Rome to Al­ 
exander in Egypt, said: “The whole 
Christian world in observing the Len­ 
ten season.” 
The early Christians made the for­ 
ty days’ fast the period immediately 
preceding Easter, for the reason that 
this was the time of Christ’s greatest 
suffering and they wished to do’pen­ 
ance in memory of the trials of the 
Savior. 
All the humilations and sor­ 
rows of Christ were merged into tin* 
last days preceding Good Friday and 
Easter Sunday; therefore it is con­ 
sidered by ehristians a most fitting 
time in which to observe the forty 
days’ fast during the same period in 
which Christ suffered. 
The obser­ 
vance of the Lenten season was much 
more strict among the early Christ­ 
ians than it is today.

For the trial of those conspirators 
against whom evidence had accumu­ 
lated, a military commission was set 
upon 1864. Four leaders were found 
guilty, of whom three were sentenced 
to death and one to life imprison­ 
ment. 
There was much opposition to 
this commission as unnecessary and 
illegal. 
Morton and Stanton favored 
it as a dra>tie measure, but in the 
face of much criticism, the former 
urged upon President Johnson the 
commutation of the sentences, which 
was finally granted. 
In 1869 one of 
the men convicted brought suit for 
damages against the members of the 
Military Commission and was awa rd- 
ed the sum of five dollars.
